3. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed.

While PowerSys is a Windows 3.1 Dynamic Data Exchange (DDE) server application 
which can transfer real-time data between supported devices and any Windows DDE client 
application. 

And PEGASys is a Windows NT object-oriented software capable of supporting some 
Intelligent Electronic Devices used for power monitoring. 
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Neither of these documents or any of the patents and documents submitted with the 
Information Disclosure Statements taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for generating a switchgear elevation window indicative of the actual switch gear having 
all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: "selecting and 
locating a graphical presentation of a cabinet utility; selecting a graphical representation of one 
or more hardware utilities; locating said hardware utilities in said window at the same relative 
position on said cabinet utility as the actual switchgear; and locating said plurality of power 
monitoring or control device utilities in said window at the same relative positions on said 
cabinet utility as the actual switchgear". Also, there is no motivation to combine the references to 
meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art 
of record
